One of the men to whom .Pottstown children owe thanks 


for a large'part of their present playground-and recreation fa- 
cilities died early Monday morning in the Miami hospital, Miami* 
Fla., without having seen many of the things for which; he had 
worked. 


He was the Rev.. Albert-H.." Holt; 62, former rector of Christ'Episcopal 


church, who'retired from the church Oct. 7, 1940, after a paralytic 
stroke prevented him from fully serving his congregation. 


The Rev. Holt became rector- 


of the High street church April 
6, 1931. He came from Philadel- 
phia in November/ 1930, how- 
ever, but/, acted'in. a probation- 
ary; capacity until his appoint- 
ment by the vestry.

YOUR HEALTH

, SINUSITIS has been called the "great 


American headache" because at one time 
or another so many people in this coun- 
try suffer from infected sinuses. 


There are five pairs of-these little air- 


conditooning chambers connected with 
the nose and any one of them may be- 
come. infected as. the result•'.of a severe: 
:cold;.'.though-the; frontal sinuses,- located 
in; the forehead,-are/perhaps those most 
frequently involved. 


During the period when the disorder 


3s developing, there may be discomfort 
overfall the sinuses but these early: symp- 
toms soon pass off, leaving the patient 
'with nothing, more than a thick discharge 
from the nose. At this point he is likel? 
to. resume, his 'normal. activities only to 
find -.himself hampered. by recurring pain 
•in the' forehead; 


One side of the nose seems to be more 


'"blocked than the other, and^he discharge 
on the blocked side increases in amount. 
There .may .also• be some discomfort or 
pain in the cheek and teeth of the upper 
jaw'on the same side.'as the affected 
.sinuses. The pain in the forehead-tends 
:to conie on an hour .or two after the-pa- 
tient gets up in'the morning'and'gradUr 
ally: becomes more'severe until'mid-day. 
'The pain' then" gradually becomes less 
and is usually gone in .the evening! Such 
things as stooping, increases 'the pain,
